financial schemes, that he desired to have his 
daughters educated in his. native land, that 
his Government wanted to confer with. him 
personally and bestow some signal mark of 
favour on him, snd.soon, It is not surprisin 
that his disappearance caused much gossip an: 
many rumours He filled a considerable space 
in the eyes of the Parf-ian public, and the papers 
wanted to know where thelr favourite had 
pote. Then unpleasant suggestions respecting 
pecuniary transactions were made; gradually 
these attained form, consistency, and definiteness, 
The’ real facts of General Tcheng-ki-Tong's~ 
temporary disnppearance and of his unexpected 
return to China are curious and {natructive. 
That he ls under 9 cloud of some sort, which 
toacertain extent eclipses the palety of ‘the 
Parisians, appears to be very generally known ; 
but the'‘nature of the cloud, its origin, and 
growth are either misrepresented or misunder> 
stood, ‘It is true, he was authorised (o negotinte 
a loan, and did not succerd; the mischief, 
however, is that he did succeed in negotlatin 
another in the’ name of bis Governmen 
without authority, and then put the. proceeds 
{n his own pocket. ‘It is to this latter incident 
that he owes his present journey to China, and 
the'termination of his connection with the 
Chinese Legation'in Paris, which the Chinese 
Minister has lately found himself compelled to 
make publicly and formally known by a-letter to 
the French Press, The facts of both loans, 
authorised and unauthorised, ore these, In 
accordance with the usual Chinese practice, . 


ithe Minister in London also represents China 


in Paris and certnin’ ‘other capitals, on 
during his frequent absences from Parle it-{s 
usual to appoint the First Secretary to carry on, 
the current business: in the position of Charg¢ 
dAffaires. Tcheng-ki-Tong has filled this post 
He was originally a 
student in the Arsenal School st Foochow, and - 
c:me to Europe with o Chinese educational 
mission about 1876, The heads of this mission 
were M. Giquel and Li, Fong-Pao, and they 
brought with them a. number of students to be 
educnted In Eusope in various ‘departments of , 
knowlerge, ‘Tcheng , being one of them. Owing 
to his knowledge of the French language he was 
appointed secretary to Li, arid a few years ater 
when thé latter was appointed Chinese Minister’ 
to Berlin, he took bis secretary with him. 
Nothing could be more natural; but the capacity 
In which he was taken was quite Chinese. The 
difficulty was to find an office for himy it accurred 
to ‘some ingenious persag, probably Tcheng 
himself, that as legations had frequently military 
attachés, while the Chinese Legation at Berlin 
had none, he might be appointed to that post, 
He had no knowledge of military matters 
and. never belonged to any army, Being 
military attaché, however, it was necessary to 
find him a title, for these gentlemen usually have 
some military rank, Accordingly he was called. 


: “Colonel,” and if a man starts as acolonel he 


frequently by the mere efiinx of time becomes a 
general. This was the case with Tcheng, and 
thus he: will go down to prosperity as General 
Teheng-ki-Tong, although he never belonged to 
any army, and never commanded a soldier in 
his life. In 1884, when the Marquis Tséag was
